DC. 

Demby didn’t let his handicap get in the way of his love for 
sports, though. 

He belongs to the Achilles Track Club, an organization of 
physically disabled athletes. He has also competed in wheelchair 
marathons and 10K races. 

In field events, Demby holds the national amputee record in 
the shot put, discus and javelin. He competed on the U.S. 
Amputee Athletic Association in the 1988 Paralympics in Scoul, 
Korea. Demby is also a certified ski instructor for the National

The Employment Office gives out 
Specific information to interested students and 
refers them tothe department with the opening.

“Students have to beeligible for work study 
through the financial aid office,” he said. 

All students are cligibte for student worker 
jobs. Students interested in work study jabs 
must fii out a Family Financial Statement 
(FFS), the same form that tells if a student is 
eligible for Loans and grants, to find out if they 
are eligible for work study. The government 
gives UNO a certain amount of money to be 
used for work study. Students working in wark- 
study programs are given tuition money out of 
this funding.

For example, in the original 
film’s opening sequence, the audience 
experiences several characters making 
thelr way down oa street in near dark- 
ness, dragging an unidentified object: 
is ithumen or otherwise? Alive or not? 
In the American version, we are told 
exactly what that figure is, eliminating 
the intense sense of apprehension so 
effectively created in the French film. 

Other parts of “Point of No Return,” 
some of the more finely tuned ones, are 
lifted directly from the Prench film, 
such as the scene of Claudia’s first as- 
signment to kill aheavily guarded V.I.P. 
in a fancy restaurant. Ner daring escape 
through the kitchen is copicd directly 
fcom “La Femme Nikita.” 

Bridget Fonda bombs in this film. 
She's been good before, in such films 
as “Scandal” and “Singles,” but in this 
movie her performance is woodenly 
overacied, such as in her encounters 
with Bob as she proclaims her desire to 
leave the assassination business, 

And the end. At least in “La Femme 
Nikita,” the screenweiter and filmmak- 
ers had enovgh respect for the audience 
to leave the outcome of the heroine a bit

Great performances by Marlee Matlin and D. B. Sweeney, 
afine actor in the Kevin Costner mold of all-American noble 
young mien, contribute to “Hear No Evil's” success, With his 
adorable good looks and sweet disposition, Sweeney takes 
over the role of the kindly, concerned Ben with confidence 
and skill. Matlin, an Academy Award winner for her perfor- 
mance in “Children of a Lesser God,” gives another fine 
performance as the courageous young woman determined to 
outwit her assailants and survive the onslaught against her. 

Communicating primarily in sign language, Matlin punc- 
tuates her performance by occasionally using verbal commu- 
nication to bring attention to certain moments of the film. 
“Hear No Evil" smoothly intermingles the two languages, 
and with its sound editing, occasionally presents a world 
without sound. 

The two major criticisms of the film would include the 
following: First, the character of the evil Licutenant Brock is 
overstated cither in its writing or its depiction, or both. The 
film pounds the audience over the head unnecessarily toshow 
Brock’s evil nature. Second, the brief glimpse of Matilin’s 
chest as she emerges from her bathtub is a moment of 
superfluous nudity. The film would have been classier with- 


Despite these objections, as a thriller and as a love story, 
“Hear No Evil" hotds its audience’s attention with emphatic 
characters and a convoluted plot thatencompasses more than 
a few unexpected elements,

The Lady Mavs sofibal team is back among the clite this 
week, 

Coach Mary Yori’s tcam, a preseason Top 10 choico, fs 
ranked No. 7 in the latest Division if poll released Wednes- 
day, jumping from No. 19 in the previous poll. 

The Mavs’ jump was helped in part by Tucsday’s sweep 
ofadoublcheader against North Central Conference (NCC) 
tival South Dakota State University (SDSU). 

The Mavs beat the visiting Jackrabbits 3-2 and 12-2 with 
pitchers Amy Boyd and Amy Pick going the distance in the 
two games, 

The victories, combined with Sunday’s doubleheader 
sweep of Morningside College, give the Mavs a4-0 record 
and first place in the Southern Division of the NCC. 

ia Tuesday's first game, UNO beat the Jackrabbits’ 
Jessica Jones, a pitcher who has given the Mavs some 
headaches over the past four years. 

“Jessica has thrown a one-hitter twice against vs over the 
last four years,” Yori said. “She has always been a tough 
pitcher, so it’s nice to come up against her and do well.” 

While the Mavs did have six hits against Jones, it was a 
wild pitch she threw in the bottom of the seventh inning that 
played a key role in UNO's victory. 

With the score tied 2-2, junior outfielder Sheila Donahoe 
started the seventh inning with a single and then moved to 
second when the bail got past the Jackrabbits’ catcher Beth 
Friedrich, 

Then came Jones’ wild pitch, allowing Donahoe to move 
to third. Donahoe scored when substitute batter Theresa 
Tramp singled to center, 

Ironically, Tramp, a little-used sophomore infielder, was 
supposed to bunt until the passed ball and wild pitch changed 
the game. 

“I put Theresa in there to bunt, but when Sheila was able 
to get to third, I gave her the green light to hit the ball. Iknew 
she could get the job done,” Yori said. 

Pick gave up six hits and struck out six batters in posting 
her ninth win of the season, 

Amy Boyd won hersixth game of the season by giving up 
just two suns and striking out four batters in the second 
contest.

The UNO baseball team addedtiree games 
to te win column Monday and Tuesday in 
non-conference action. 

The Mavs beat Midland Lutheran Col- 
lege, 10-0 and 5-0, on Monday, then split a 
doubleheader against Wayne State College 
on Tuesday to bring their season mark to 9- 


In the first game against Midland, junior 
left-handed pitcher Cory Erspamer allowed 
just three hits and struck out four to earn his 
first victory of the season. 

While leading 1-0, UNO exploded for six 
rons in the third inning, then three more in 
the fifth to clinch the game under the 10-run 
rule, 

Junior infielder/catcher Todd Moffett 
drove in three runs while senior infielder Jay 
Maia added a two-run single to lead the 
hitters in that contest. 

Inthe second game, freshman right hander 
Troy Charl gave up six hits enroute to his 
* second win of the scason. 

Junior outfielder Bernie Imig led the hit- 
ting by going 2 for 2 with two RBIs. 

Mav Coach Bob Gates praised the pesfor- 
mance of Erspamer and Charsf.

When Wayne State came calling Tues- 
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day, they sported arather unimpressive 4-12 
record, Gates said, though, Wayne was a 
much better team than that. 

“Their recordisnot good, butthey played 
some tough teams out in California,” he 
siid. “And, they beat Mormingside the day 
before they played us. They’se an NCC 
caliber team.” 

Wayne showed its caliber by stopping a 
UNO threat late in the second game to win 5- 
4, The Mavs won the opening match, 7-3. 

Mike Sullivan did not take long to get the 
Mavs going in the first game. The sopho- 
more infielder hit the first pitch thrown by 
Wayne's Jeff Schneider for a home sun. 

Wayne, though, did not appear rattled as 
Schneider got the next three batters out with 
his teammates scoring two runs in the top of 
the second inning for a 2-1 lead. 

In the bottom of second, UNO ticd the 
score when senior catcher Tim Meyer 
doubled, then scored on a single by sopho- 
more infielder Bill Ryan. 

The Mavs went ahead for good in the 
third by scoring three runs, then added 
two more in the fifth to ensure senior 
pitcher Brad Greenbush his first win of 
the year. 

Despite the seven runs, UNO hadonly 
four hits. That’s something which con- 
cerned Gates. 

“We didn’t hit well. Even though we 
scored seven runs, our hitting has got to get 
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better. We just need to keep improving,” he 
said. 

The performance of Greenbush, though, 
did earn the coach's praise, especially after 
the second inning when Wayne went tempo- 
rarily ahead. 

“He gave up three long doubles in the 
second, but after that he pitched real good,” 
Gates said. 

Wayne went ahead 5-0 in the second 
coatest before UNO came back to make a 
game of it. 

The Mavs scored three runs in the fifth, 
then another in the sixth to make the score, 
5-4, with one more inning remaining. 

Meyer stasted the seventh with a single, 
then one out later, Moffett singled. Senior 
infielder Jeff Gordon, though, hit into a 
double play to end the threat. 

Chad Gillispie won his first game of the 
season, while the Mavs’ junior right hander 
Jon Birge took the less. 

“We just didn’t hit enough,” Gates said. 
“But, we've really been competing, so I'm 
pleased with that. We just need to keep 
playing and keep improving.” 

UNO is at home today to play Dana 
College in a doubleheader starting at 11 
am., before waveling to Hastings College 
for a Saturday doubleheader.
